tion system, inaugurated 
by Robert Way, LM of Naval 
Air Station, Quonset Point, R. I., 
has enabled him to cut costs and 
still maintain the high efficiency 
that is synonymous with the 
Navy. Further, this method of 
returning uniforms and personal 
wash of naval persons and their 
families can easily be adapted for 
use in other institutional opera- 
tions. 

Here’s how Way’s_ system 
works: He processes about 600 
to 1,000 laundry bundles and 
about the same number of dry- 
cleaning pieces every week. Once 
processed, the finished work is 
brought to one of the seven cloth- 
ing drops dotting the giant Naval 
Air Station. This work is then 
checked in by counter girls, who 
hang them on racks or place the 
bundles in bins. The racks and 
bins are alphabetically marked. 

Once carefully put in the right 
place, it’s a cinch for the sailor 
to get their clean laundry. 
Checkout counters are placed in 
such a way as to give the counter 
girl an unobstructed view of the 
pickup room. No one can enter 
without being seen. 





The ever-present problem pil- 
ferage, especially close to pay 
day, has been kept to a minimum. 
One order every four months is 
missing from any of the drop 
stores. The average order runs 
about $1.50. 

Way’s operation is a self-sup- 
porting one. Profits after ex- 


penses are turned back to the 
government and earmarked for

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How the laundry manag | 


Experts say the boom in institutional ui 


manager can add considerable volume to 


nstitutional laundries, already accounting for 
more tonnage than any other segment of the 
laundry industry, are going to increase tremend- 
ously in the next few years, predict building ex- 
perts. And the prestige and importance of the 
laundry manager will grow right along with them. 


Greatest growth potential 


The institutional laundry represents the greatest 
growth potential in the industry today. With 
these laundries accounting for the most tonnage in 
the industry, LMs, through their administrators, 
represent the largest group of buyers of equipment 
and supplies. And they'll be bigger still in the years 


' ahead, as projected construction figures show. 


_ Hospitals alone accounted for the purchase of 
$75 million dollars worth of equipment and sup- 
\plies in 1958, INSTITUTIONAL LAUNDRY’S national 
survey of laundry managers revealed. 

, One leading factor in this: predicted increase, 
according to trends charted by professional sta- 
tisticians, is the projected .construction of new 
facilities and expansion of. existing plants. Big 
hospitals, serving a number of communities on a 
cooperative basis will lead the hospital building 















Since the average administrator already handles 
a heavy work load, and will soon be handling a 
still bigger one, he will depend on his department 
heads to supply him with information. As a de- 
partment head, the LM, who has proven to be an 
important cog in the complicated machinery of 
running an institution, is bound to be given more 
and more responsibilities. One responsibility will 
be to guide, through the administrator, the en- 
larging and modernization of existing laundries 
and the building of new ones. 

Thus, while the architect will sometimes deal 
only with the administrator, the administrator will 
be speaking, laundry-wise, with the voice of the 
LM, several administrators claimed. It there- 
fore behooves the LM to be able to give the ad- 
ministrator a list of facts to be passed on to the 
architect. 

To determine exactly what information the 
architect wants the laundry manager to furnish 
him, INSTITUTIONAL LAUNDRY contacted Alonzo 
Clark, a member of the American Institute of 
Architects’ Screening Jury for the Architectural 
Exhibition of Hospitals. This exhibit was seem 
recently at the American Hospital Association

Clark, of Voorhees Walker Smith Smith & 
Haines Architects, listed the following points as in- 
.. formation most architects need to plan the: build- 
ing or remodeling of an institutional laundry: 


¢ The expected work load in tonnage and actual 
breakdown of types of soiled work handled. This 
breakdown should include the number of uni- 
forms to be processed; amount of flatwork iron- 
ing expected, and volume of contaminated linen, 
which is handled separately in most cases. 


® The preferred method of storing and distributing 
linens. Some LMs like to use the bin-type of 
linen cart, while others prefer the bulk-type.. It is 
generally agreed by both architects and LMs that 
the bulk-type of cart is best for those institutions 
having the laundry in a separate building, or where 
the distance from the laundry to the point of use 
is great. 


‘© Type and size of equipment the LM plans to 
use. When the architect knows whether or not 
the LM prefers large washwheels, washer-extrac- 
tors, etc., he can gauge the relative dimensions of 
the equipment and plan his layout along the lines 


_. of smooth, efficient work flow methods. 
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e Type and source of labor supply available to 
the laundry manager. Where there is a highly 
competitive labor market, the architect will have 
to plan for employees lounges and other “frills” 
in order to capture and keep this labor supply. In 
addition, the varying degrees of workers’ skill will 
determine to some extent the use of automatic 
equipment. Further, in planning facilities for 
workers, the anticipated number of each sex must 
be known. 


¢ Finally, such considerations as whether or not a 
sewing section or manufacturing area is to be in- 
cluded in the building plans. 

It would be well for the LM who wants to move 
ahead in the future to gather these facts, write 
them down, present them clearly and concisely to 
the administrator, along with a list of items he 
wants. Good communications, therefore, are of 
primary importance to the LM who hopes to par- 
ticipate actively in the building of his laundry.

hospital construction came to $990 million. By 
the end of 1960, this figure, it is predicted, will 
jump almost eight per cent to $1,075 million for 
private and government hospital construction. 

The increase in recreational and leisure time 
has meant a corresponding increase in the con- 
struction of hotels, motels, restaurants and trans- 
portation services. Of the nearly 60,000 motels 
in the United States, approximately 14,300 have 
laundry facilities right now. Another 5,200 plan 
to add them in the near future, reports the Amer- 
ican Motel magazine. 

All this construction does not necessarily mean 
an increase in the actual number of institutions. 
There is a trend towards larger hospitals. These 
larger institutions are being built so that monies 
can be pooled by several neighboring communi- 
ties. In this way they all get the best and the 
most modern facilities. 
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This crowded laundry plant is a 
hazard to the smiling employee, 
A swinging extractor bucket can 
crush him against flatwork ironer. 





It is estimated that two-thirds of all the hospital 
construction is being done to expand the facilities 
of existing hospitals. The remaining third is for 
new hospitals. In most new hospitals having 50 
beds or more, a laundry plant has been planned for 
the institution. 

Architect Alonzo Clark says that no one per- 
son is responsible for the laundry design. It is 
the result of combined experiences of the Jaundry 
manager, administrator, consultants, equipment 
manufacturers and architects. 

However, he goes on to say that in laundry con- 
struction, the LM is particularly helpful. The 
architect, remember, designs many kinds of build- 
ing and facilities, and generally thinks more along 
the lines of theory. The practical approach to 
laundry design often reaches its peak when the 
laundry manager contributes his experience to the 
planning conferences. CI

often able to operate the 40- 
pound synthetic drycleaning unit 
as well as professionals after six 
months in the plant, said Howard 
M. Overton, Laundry and Dry 
Cleaning Supervisor. Only those 
inmates who show an aptitude 
for the drycleaning or laundry 
fields are selected as trainees. 

These men are given the im- 
portant basic groundwork in the 
technical skills needed to produce 
high quality work. And, at the 
same time, they receive valuable 
on-the-job experience. 

Eight men—three trainees and 
five veterans—are assigned to the 
drycleaning plant. They pro- 
duce an average of 4,000 pounds 
per month for the 3,600 inmates 
and 700 employees. Of this 
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poundage, about five per cent re- 
quires pre-spotting, one per cent 
needs wet-cleaning and {5 per 
cent demands _ spotting after 
cleaning. Spotting is handled at 
a steam spotting board, or at the 
wet-cleaning tub unit. 


Finishing department 


The finishing department is 
equipped with four utility presses, 
a puff-iron unit and a steam-elec- 
tric hand iron finishing unit. 
Other equipment in the dryclean- 
ing section includes a 15-inch ex- 
tractor and a wind whip dryer. 

When an inmate is released 
from the institution, or shifted

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Move to automation 
cuts costs by a third 


Here’s how LM Perry Richardson converted

ake an old, old laundry in 
T one of the world’s largest 
hotel landmarks. Then modern- 
ize it with all of the capital of 
the Sheraton Hotels at your dis- 
posal. But with one stipulation 
—you must cut costs or prove 
you can. This may sound like 
a theoretical problem in an in- 
stitutional laundry textbook, but 
when Perry O. Richardson, LM 
of the Sheraton-Palace Hotel 
laundry was presented with it, 
he went right to work developing 
a modern system that now saves 
one third of his original cost while 
processing 90,000 pieces of laun- 
dry per week. 

The Palace is a venerable old 
San Francisco institution dating 
back to 1875—and the age was 
never more obvious than in the 
laundry in 1940, when Richard- 
son took over as LM. Up to 
that time the laundry didn’t even 
have a full-time manager. Super- 
vision was vaguely divided be- 
tween the chief engineer and who- 
ever else was available. 

“The laundry was in very bad 
shape,” recalls Richardson, “but 
gradually, as money became 
available, I began to replace 
equipment that was about to go.”

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But the modernization was 
really begun when the giant Sher- 
aton chain took over the locally 
owned hotel in 1954. It was then 
that he was given the opportunity 
to develop a speedy, modern 
plant. 

Since that time, Richardson 
has bought more than $60,000 
worth of equipment which has 
brought automation about as far 
as it can go in a laundry. The 
changes have cut the payroll 
down by more than eight people 
bringing the staff to its present 
size of 17. The new equipment 
pays for itself in less than four 
years by saving on the payroll. 

Richardson began the auto- 
mation program by installing two 
54-inch extractors, handling a 
300 pound load. Then to com- 
plement these he added a wash- 
wheel of the same capacity. Next 
came a 72-inch tumbler. Three 
jobs were eliminated by a change 
of the method in handling sheets. 
The sheet spreader reduced the 
force required in that operation 
by 50 per cent from two to one 
person. Then, a new sheet folder 
cut the folding crew from five to 
three. 

Of the new equipment, the 
apple of this LM’s eye is a small 
piece folder used mainly for the 
large volume of napkins and tow- 
els processed in this plant. With 
a hotel restaurant that can serve 
as many as 4,500 people at a 
time, this piece of equipment is 
almost a necessity. Yet this was 
the first installation of the type in 
the whole Sheraton chain. Rich- 
ardson says that this equipment 
paid for itself within a year in the 
time saving involved in handling 
all the restaurant linen. 


But Richardson’s program of 
improvement isn’t limited to laun- 
dry machinery. A major step to- 
ward increasing the per worker 
output in the plant was the move 
toward temperature control. His 
first act in this direction was to 
tear down the four interior walls 
which divided the laundry area 
into parts. This resulted in im- 
mediate improvement in air cir- 
culation in the 58 by 112-foot 
plant. An additional benefit was 
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This small piece folder paid for itself in the laundry in less than a year. 


the cut in handling costs made 
possible by the fact that machin- 
ery was more accessible. 

Then the hotel invested in air 
conditioning machinery _ that 
pumps air into the plant at the 
rate of 30,000 cubic feet per 
minute. Another move toward 
temperature control in the plant 
was the installation of canopies 
over the ironers. This had the 
immediate effect of reducing the 
temperatures nine degrees. As 
experiments with the canopy sys- 
tem go on, the mercury should 
drop another five degrees. 

Another step toward worker 
efficiency came in the installation 
of piped music at a cost of $60 
per month. On the basis of com- 
paring work output with previous 
months, he estimates that music 
cuts worker fatigue to the extent 
that production is up about six 
per cent. By extending manage- 
rial craft even further, Richard- 
son convinced the hotel barber 
shop that they too should have 
canned music—which meant that 
half of the $60 was thenceforth 


charged to the barber shop. But 
even had he been responsible for 
the full rate, Richardson feels 
that it still would have been worth 
the money. 

An important aspect of the im- 
provement of the method and 
efficiency of the laundry is the 
fact that there are accurate rec- 
ord keeping devices on every ma- 
chine. These mechanical counters 
let Richardson know exactly 
where he stands; he knows what 
production should be and also 
what it is. He expects about 150 
pieces of laundry per girl per 
hour. 

Richardson’s managerial accu- 
racy combined with good old 
American craftiness has more 
than satisfied the demands of one 
of the largest hotels in the Shera- 
ton chain. Only one other tops 
the Sheraton-Palace in linen con- 
sumption, yet costwise the opera- 
tion keeps improving. One can 
be sure that when new and better 
labor-saving equipment is marke- 
ted, the Sheraton-Palace will be 
one of the first to have it. (J

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Linen trucks solve 
transportation woes 


for new laundry

Pittsburgh’s West Penn Hospital’s carting

T ie West Penn Hospital in 
Pittsburgh began planning in 
1953 a long range modernization 
program for its entire 560-bed 
hospital. Knowing that the spe- 
cial services must be redeveloped 
and enlarged prior to increasing 
bed capacity, the administration 
gave immediate attention to the 
reorganization of the laundry 
department. 

The laundry plant, a_three- 
story former dormitory, lacked 
proper layout and planning and 
was even then too small for the 
bed capacity. Certain problems 
could not be solved until more 
space became available. Much 
of the work done manually could 
have been made automatic had 
there been a place for the equip- 
ment. The entire operation de- 
pended on a single elevator! 
Work flow was severely ham- 
pered by the layout so hand 
trucks had to be used. This

meant that clean and _ soiled 
linens were often stored side by 
side. 

The administration considered 
a number of proposals for better 
utilization of the area, but even- 
tually all proved too impractical 
or too expensive for the antici- 
pated results. Too many support- 
ing walls formed cut-offs to plan 
a proper arrangement. 

While this problem was being 
deliberated, a building across the 
street from the Hospital became 
available. A former garage and 
repair shop, it was brick, two 
stories high, with entrances to 
both stories. It provided 22,000 
square feet, most of which was 
unbroken by supporting walls. 
This was more than adequate, 
since the administration felt 12 
square feet of laundry space suf- 
ficient for each bed (plus space 
for power, water, heating and 
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Two standard 36x54-inch washroom trucks were modified for use as 
trailers to transport soiled linen bags and open top hand trucks between 
the hospital loading dock, laundry building and nurses’ residence one 
and a half blocks apart over a busy city street. Tractor handling these 


carts has a very short turning radius. 


softening equipment). 

After detailed examination of 
such factors as running steam and 
water lines under the street from 
the hospital, the Board of Direc- 
tors decided the plan was feasible 
and the building was purchased. 
With the amount of open floor 
space available, the layout and 
work flow planning presented few 
problems. 


Linen separation a problem 


While proper layout kept the 
soiled and clean linens separated 
in the laundry, the problem was 
to keep them separated in trans- 
port between the hospital and 
the laundry. 

Various methods of transpor- 
tation were investigated. To elim- 
inate duplicate handling, a truck 
or cart that. could do both inside 
and outside work was desired. 
Naturally, the trucks had to be 


weatherproof and light enough so 
they could be pushed manually 
inside the hospital. The tractor 
to handle these carts had to have 
a very short turning radius due 
to the narrow street at the back 
of the laundry. 

One truck designed and built 
to meet West Penn Hospital’s 
specification consists of 16 gauge 
steel, has three doors (top, and 
two sides) which can be locked, 
two swivel wheels with hitch and 
8 x 2 cushion tires. It is weather- 
proof and fully loaded weighs 
978 pounds, light enough to roll 
freely on level flooring. It is used 
for clean linen only—loaded in 
the laundry, taken to the hospital 
by tractor and to the patient 
pavilion manually, and delivered 
to housekeeping personnel who 
make bedside distribution. Com- 
partments keep the various linens 
separate.

For delivering the 2,500 uni- 
forms processed by the laundry 
each week to the hospital uniform 
exchange room, a cart of suffi- 
cient height to permit hanging 
the uniforms is used. The clerk 
opens the top and front providing 
a closet-type arrangement. 

Processing of these uniforms, 
incidentally, has benefitted sub- 
stantially by the improved work 
flow system. 


Pressing equipment 

They’re now finished on an 
installation comprising two re- 
volving units — one containing 
seven 18-inch presses for tops 
and sleeves and the other five 51- 
inch presses for skirts. With this 
equipment, the operator stands 
still and the presses revolve to 
her. She, therefore, is able to 
press seven or five uniforms at 
one time by changing the position 
of the uniform as the press comes 
to her. In addition to these re- 
volving units, there are three sta- 
tionary pressing set-ups for long 
coats, trousers, and other items. 

For transporting departmental 
linens not used in bedside care, 
an open top metal hand truck is 
used. This truck rides piggy 
back on the regular open carrier. 


Soiled laundry collected 

On the patient floors the laun- 
dry bags, as they are filled, are 
collected by housekeeping and 
dropped down chutes to the 
ground floor. Laundry employees 
gather these into open carts, hitch 
the carts to the tractor and drive 
to the laundry. 

Soiled linen is picked up seven 
days a week; clean linen is deliv- 
ered on five days. 

With this volume of linen, the 
tractor and carts have been in 
constant operation. No adverse 
situations have arisen although 
some severe weather has been 
experienced. The weight gives 
traction on ice and snow and a 
radio-controlled door at the laun- 
dry entrance saves considerable

Joseph’s Hospital in Phila- 
delphia, runs an unusual sort of 
laundry. Or, to be more precise, 
you might call it a laundry of no 
sort of all. 

To speed the work in and out 
of his well-equipped, but some- 
what small plant, Grant has 
eliminated all pre-sorting of soiled 
laundry. He treats all laundry as 
heavily soiled. This work is 
merely taken from carts and put 
into one of the two automatic 
washwheels. Only the contami- 
nated work, uniforms of the 
nurses and habits of the sisters 
are handled separately.

Then, without sorting, the 
washmen empty the laundry carts 
into the washwheels. After wash- 
ing, linen is put into the 54-inch 
extractor, which is a short four 
and a half feet away. 

Sorting begins after the work 
comes out of the six-roll ironer 
or from the two 36 x 30 tum- 
blers. At this point a girl places 
the clean and finished laundry 
into canvas carts. Each cart is 
earmarked for a specific floor of 
the institution. The linen is sim- 
ilarly marked for each floor. 

A record is kept on the amount 
of linen handled by the laundry 
at the end of the processing pe- 
riod. Each cart, with its load of 
clean linen, is weighed before be- 
ing sent to the appropriate floor. 
In this way, Grant remarked, the 
soiled linen does not clutter up 
his plant while waiting to be 
weighed. It’s processed quickly 
and returned to use without un- 
necessary delays.

along with the general room 
linen, as is the work from the 
maternity, x-ray and other de- 
partments of the hospital. This 
work is also sorted after it’s fin- 
ished. 

Contaminated linens are, of 
course, treated separately. Im- 
mediate attention is given to con- 
taminated soiled work the mo- 
ment it leaves the patient’s bed. 
The nurse carefully places this 
soiled work into a bright red 
nylon bag and calls the laundry. 
Grant sends a man to pick up the 
work. 

Once inside the plant, it is 
given a germicidal wash in the 
42x54 washwheel (the smaller of 
the two units in the plant). After 
this pre-wash, it is put through 
the regular heavy soil wash rou- 
tine. 

Grant, who has been at St. 
Joseph’s approximately five and 
a half years, said his end-of-the- 
line sorting system has helped 
ease the space problem he faces 
in his plant. The laundry is only 
about 15 feet wide. However, it 
is long—about 60 feet. 

Another way he found to flow 
work through his plant is to get 
a head start on it. Many plants 
that operate on a five day

Globe trotter, from the land Down Under, found some of 
his questions to laundry problems answered in the U.S.A. 


HE manager of one of the 
largest institutional laundries 
outside of the United States 
traveled around the globe in 
order to get a thorough knowl- 
edge of équipment and methods

Although linen supply 
houses discovered many years 
ago that a few large washwheels 
were more economical than many 
small ones, The Mount Sinai 
Hospital is one of the few to 
apply this idea in the institutional 
laundry field.

washwheel has four individual 
vertical pockets, each with a ca- 
pacity of 200 pounds. Above 
these pockets are four chutes 
through which linen is gravity 
fed. This arrangement not only 
affords the same capacity and 
flexibility as two smaller wash- 
wheels, but it does so with less 
expenditure of floor space, lowers 
the cost of labor and supplies and 
utilities. Actually the 54 x 108 
inch washwheels are just one foot 
wider than the smaller wheels. 
Especially in laundry plants 
which have limited floor space, 
a machine that will do twice the 
work in almost the same floor 
area should be investigated. 

I also pointed out the advan- 
tages of hydraulic extractors for 
our particular plant. The linen is 
now dumped from the washwheel 
into a nylon sling, which is 
guided by means of a monorail 
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system and placed into the pres- 
surized rubber container of the 
extractor. Gentle hydraulic pres- 


sure is applied against the rubber — 
container, squeezing the load and ~

classifications. 

2. Operation of the extractors 
is noiseless and vibrationless. 

3. Hydraulic extractors are 
easily maintained, since all mov- 
ing parts are in a separate hous- 
ing. 

4. Extracted loads can be 
stored easily, when the finishing 
departments are behind schedule. 

5.The squeezing action of these 
extractors does not damage uni- 
forms, grippers and buttons. 

After the extraction process is 
completed, all linen is condi- 
tioned by preconditioning shake- 
out tumblers.

Linen Room Yardstick 

A linen room “yardstick,” made for the linen 
room attendent in a hotel, hospital or other in- 
stitution, will enable her to know the measure- 
ments of all folded linens at a glance. The measure 
itself is made of a common slat of wood with a 
small hole drilled at one end so the stick may be 
hung when not in use. The “yardstick” is marked 
off according to linen size. One side of the slat 
could measure banquet linens, the other can be 
used for bed linen. The linen room attendent, 
by placing her folded linen across the stick, can 
tell the size of table cover or sheet she is handling. 
She then places the linen in its proper place in 
the closet. In order to speed the stacking opera- 
tion even more, we have placed gum labels on 
the shelves of the linen closet. Each label tells 
where each type and size of linen belongs. James

Better Inventory Control 

One of the changes I’ve instituted since taking 
over the laundry operation at Mount Zion is in 
the method of taking inventory. In order to 


eliminate the counting of soiled linen I seal og 
the laundry chutes at a given time on inventory 
day. Just before the chutes are sealed, I haye 
all the soiled linen removed. Then the linen op 
beds, in closets and in the linen room is counted, 
Soiled linen coming down after the chutes haye 
been reopened two hours later is identified by 
red strips of cloth, indicating that the particular 
linen has already been counted.
